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INFECTION OF MERIONES (M.) TAMARISCINUS WITH RHABDITIS 

STRONGYLOIDES

SUMMARY 

The paper deals with infection of Meriones ( M .) tamariscinus Pallas, 1773 caused by Rhab¬ 
ditis strongyloides Schn., 1866 first recorded in the USSR. The clinical picture of the disease is 
described and data of pathoanatomical autopsy of dead animals are given. The way of infection 
of the animals in nature and in laboratory conditions is suggested. Under favourable conditions 
domestic animals can be infected with R. strongyloides too.
